. English Canadians have 
found something embarrassing- 
ly absurd about the way some 

.. French Canadians have fawned 
@ over Charles de Gaulle’s pater- 
nal cooing. They have cringed 
at the way Quebec has lapped 
up his flattery, and winced to 
hear the long-separated rela- 
tions talk of patching up an- 
’ cient French family ties. 
‘Similarly, French Canadians 
have dismissed the allegiance 
to the British queen as some- 
thing ostentatiously grotesque, 
and seen the Crown as some- 

-thing like a child's pacifier .-. . 

‘British immigrants clutch it to 

them, as compensation for 

being torn from the bosom of 
Britannia. 

Meanwhile, perplexed new. 
and young Canadians scratch 
their heads and wonder if 
gushing over a French presi- 
dent is any worse or better 
than kneeling to an English 
queen. Ignoring the constitu- 

- tional niceties, they see both 
7 as foreigners, living an ocean 
apart to the realities of the 

' Canadian environment. 
“It would be ridiculous to say 
that French Canadians lost 
their right to identify with 
France because of a battle of 
‘one morning's duration on the 
Plains of Abraham in 1759. 

It would be equally futile to 
argue that Queen Elizabeth is 
legally queen of Canada, while 
de Gaulle has no legal status. 
In a democracy, a queen ‘tan 
only remain a monarch if the 
subjects continue to recognize 
“her as such. as 

Many in French Canada, and 
elsewhere, do not. This be- 
came forcefully evident a year 
ago, when the Quebec branch 
of the Federal Liberal Party 
voted 135-33 in Montreal to 
abolish the symbols of mon- 

» archy in Quebec. 

A few months later, the 
Throne Speech of September, 
1968 upset. many monarchists 
since it contained no mention

of the nation’s loyalty to the 


Queen. Prime Minister Tru- . 


deau side-stepped the issue, 
saying it was not the time to 
debate the monarchy. He did 
predict that the monarchy will 
last a long time in Canada, 
since it is deeply “implanted” 
in the spirit &nd heart of Cana- 
dians. 

Many in the Union Nationale 
Party in Quebec would like to 


, see it “unplanted”. Back in Oc- 


tober, Premier Jean-Jacques 
Bertrand released a- working 
paper on the constitution, sug- 
gesting that Canada be made a 
republic. 

This document, presented to 
the permanent constitutional 
committee in Ottawa, allowed 
for the retention of the mon- 
archy in a limited framework, 
but added, “At this point, a 
Canadian — president heading 
the union would be more con- 
ducive to Canadian unity than 
is the British Crown.” 

An interesting alternative to 
a presidential system, however, 
is offered by a little-known 
group called the Canadian Roy- 
alist Association, made up 
mostly of students, and boast- 
ing branches in Alberta, Mani- 
toba .. . and significantly, On- 
tario and Quebec. t 

This group favors a separate 
monarch on the throne of Can- 
ada, elected either by citizens 
or by Parliament. The monarch 
would be supported by funds 
which now go to the Governor 
General and Lieutenant Gover- 
nors. The British monarchy 
would remain to head the 
Commonwealth. 

There are Canadians who be- 
lieve that republicanism is the 
only solution to seeing the na- 
tion divided. Although the 
monarchy would be missed by 
many, it must be admitted the 
charisma of the Crown is fad- 
ing. The snub to the present 
Queen during the 1964 visit 
to Quebec was sharp contrast 
to the adoration showered on 


(wo monarchs during the 
1939 Royal Tour. 
It’s been the monarchists’ 


age-old tenet that the Crown is 
the nation’s most effective uni- 
fying force. Many would argue 
that it unites only the people 
of British descent, and disas- 
sociates all the cthers. If this 
view keeps gaining ground, 
then uneasy lies the head that 
wears the Crown...

| A PROJECT 
‘LOWEST IN FOUR YEARS PROGRESSING

resulting 
from Ontario traffic collisions in 
'1968 was the lowest in four years, 
jaccording to preliminary figures re- 
ileased by the Ontario Department of 
‘Transport Monday. 

| There were 1,586 deaths, compar- 
ed to 1,719 in the previous year, a 
‘reduction of 133. 

Transport Minister Irwin Haskett 
said the eight per cent reduction was 
“still not nearly enough”. Most of the 
‘collisions were preventable and most 
of the deaths and injugies ‘should not 
have happened, he said. ; 

“If the slight reduction in the death 
toll reflects an improved attitude by | 
‘drivers and pedestrians, then it might 
-be-wregarded as encouraging”, Mr. Has-» 
kett said. “But the other figures for 
.1968 don't indicate that”. 

‘ “We're not likely’ to get a real 
breakthrough in safety until there is, 
aemarked improvement in driver atti- 
tudes — until people realize that it’s 
their personal responsibility to drive , 
and walk with common sense”. 

The 1968 figures indicate that 
‘changes in laws regarding motor- 
cyclists, tightening licence procedures 
and requiring that helmets be worn, 
may be having 4 worthwhile safety 


Fifteen men, residing in the Wes- 
tern part of Renfrew County, have 
been steadily employed since Novem- 
ber 26th., on an ARDA-sponsored For- 
est Improvement Project in Brudenell 
Township under direction of the 
Tweed District of Department of 
Lands and Forests. Despite adverse 
weather conditions, with 20-24 inches 
of snow in the bush, work has pro- 
gressed favourably on the removal of 
mature, defective and cull trees feft 
behind from previous logging opera- | 
tions. All trees cut are being utilized 
wherever possible or sawlogs or pulp- 
wood. 

To date, about half of the appro- 
priation of $36,000.00 has been spent. 
It is expected that original estimates 
calling for recovery of most expendi- 
tures through revenue from sale of 
products will be met. 

To the end of January, 
F.B.M. of sawlogs and 724 cords of 
pulpwood produced have been sold. 

Providing weather conditions allow 
it, work on this project will continue 
until the end of March. By that time, 
it is hopeful that several hundred 
acres of Forest will have received 
improvement treatment resulting in

VALUE OF EAR CORN 

Much corn is harvested as ear corn 
and stored in cribs, Some of this corn 
may be sold. at a later date as ear 
corn for feed. Usually corn prices are 
quoted on shelled corn at 15.5 per cent 
| moisture basis. What then is the value 
lof ear corn sold out of the crib for 
| feed? ? 

Ear corn contains both grain and 
cob. Two thousand pounds (1 ton) of 
ear corn at 15.5 per cent moisture will 
shell out to about 1,640 pounds of 
shelled corn at 15.5 per cent moisture 
and 360 pounds of cob. Ear corn re- 
quires several months crib storage to 
dry to 15.5 per cent moisture and ear 
corn sold during the fall and winter 
may range from 20 to 40 per cent 
moisture and is worth proport ionately 
less than 15.5 per cent corn. 

To determine the value of a ton of 
ear corn at moisture levels other than 
15.5 per cent, contact the Ontario De- 
partment of Agriculture and Food ot- 
fice, Stirling, and ask for the leaflets 
“Walue of Ear Corn”, and information 
leaflet. Agdex 111.840, “How Your 
Shelled, Corn is Bought’.

REPORT 

During the week of February#16th 

o February 22nd., 1969, officers of 
the Madoc Detachment, Ontario Pro- 
vincial Police investigated five motor 
vehicle accidents, all of a property da- 
mage nature. An example of the fact 
thet you must adjust to road, and 
traffic conditions occurred Surlday, 
February 23rd. After it began to 
snow heavily we had five motor ve- 
hicle aceidents reported in six hours, 
all one-car, affairs, in which the ve- 
hicle ran off the roadway. 

There were 45 occurrences reported, 
two break and enter, two thefts, two 
dsturbances, with 39 miscellaneous 
occurrences. Five hundred and forty- 
four hours were worked during 4,150 
miles of area roads patrolled. 

Highty-four vehicles were safety 
checked, eighty traffic warnings 
handed out, with 23 charges laid un- 
der authority of the Highway Traf- 
fic Act of Ontario. In addition, 14 
charges were laid under Provincial 
and Federal Statutes. 

Thirty-six hours were spent in 
Provincial Court, Madoc, with Judge 
R. C. Jackson registering 21 convic-

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All about those students 


inclined to see things in blacks 


My mind is so scrambled 
right now that I'll be lucky if I\. 
ean write three understandable 
sentences. 

I've been trying to explain to 
my daughter, in an hour or so, 
g@uch things as Marxism and 
Communism, why the Russian 
and Chinese types are differ- 
ent, where Fide! Castro fits in 
why, where and when the na- 
tion of Israel was created, and 
why the Jews, notably non-bel- 
ligerent for about 15 centu 
ries, have a chip the size of a 
brick on their shoulders these 
days. 

From there we wandered to 
Mahatma Ghandi, the Congo, 
wationalism in Africa, separa- 
¢iem in Canada, the Black Pow- 
er movement in the States, 
growing anti-semitism among 
Negroes, and her biology test 
an the dissection of rats, which 
takes place tomorrow morning. 

Golly, it would be nice to 
have once again a little girl, 
who asked such simple ques- 
tions as, “Dad, does God have 
to go to the bathroom?” - 

It? all began with a discus- 
#ion of the student militants at 
universities. She is appalled at 
the violence of the hard core 
of “pacifists’ who, lurking in 
the forefront of all the young 
idealists and the middle-aged 
“liberals”, deliberately. resort 
to vidlence in their cfforts to 
catch headlines, be martyrs, 
and destroy an idea which has 
taken almost 1,008 vears to 
build — The University. 

Thankfully, we agreed that 
Violence beyets violence, and 
that neither of us wants any 
part of the whole stupid hust- 
ness, 

Admittedly, the universities 
are sitting ducks. Over the 
years, they have grown as 
sleepy and fat and insolent as 
an old tomecat who has been 
“fixed”. ; 

They have ‘almost taken 
pride in their administrative 
inefficiency, their moribund 
traditions, their. cosiness with 
The Establishment. Write 4 
letter to a university. Three 
weeks ‘ater you will receive a 
reply, either a form letter or 
something completely alien to 
what vou asked. ” 

And admittedly, students, 
universally, have always been 
among the vanguard of rebels 
against the “system, political or 
social. That’s because they, are 
jdeatistic, want action: and ace 
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and whites 
and reds). 

But the fact remains that the 
universities, over the years, 
have become the only truly 
free centres (albeit timid) of 
sound criticism of society and 
ills, in addition to their 
normal function of teaching 
people to think and/or learn a 
professional skill. 

And another fact remains. 
The universities, on the whole, 
under pressure from within 
and without, have made a tre- 
mendous effort to rouse them- 
selves from their stately torpor 
and «scramble into the twen- 
tieth centdry. Even though it's 
two-thirds over. 

In the process, they have 
leaned over backwards to free 
themselves of the rigid, puri- 
tan traditions of even 20 years 
ago. When I was there, living 
in men’s residence, we were 
allowed to bring girls into the 
place once a year, on a Sunday 
afternoon, for a heavily chape- 
roned cocoa and cookie party 
in the common room. Now, 
wow! 

I'm not, advocating a return 
to those days, when university 
men and women were treated 
like bright juveniles who were 
basically sex-fiends and alco- 
holies. 

But 1 am dismayed to. see 
these once-great institutions 
cowering and cringing under 
the sttacks of malcontented, 
Marxist wolf-cubs who’ repre- 
sent a fraction of student opin- 
ion. 

As Mordecai Richler pointed 
out recently, the real yuk of 
the whole affair-is that while 
the student activists endorse 
anything, up to the burning of 
buildings, they are scared stiff 
lest they get a pplice record, 
which would be a serious detri- 
ment when they try to get a 
joh in the system they are 
trying to destroy. 

The solution? Kick out the 
hard-nosed boys and girls, for 
whom democracy is a sham 
anyway. Sock it to them’ with 
the law when they disturb the 
peace or commit vandalism. 
And get back to the business 
of educating, or teaching -to 
think, the vast majority who 
want those things. 

So now I’m a fascist. and-a 
tool of the imperialistic ‘press. 
] knew it at heart.

2. Q. Is it important to have every 
po completed on a return? 
A. Every applicable space should 
be completed because incomplete re- 
‘turns cannot be processed at the Data 
Centre in Ottawa. They are sent back 
ito the district offices for correction, 
,& process that may involve actual con- 
tact with the taxpayer and only after

| show the registration number of the 
organization. If you have received a 
-receipt which doesn’t show this num-

WELFARE COSTS UP 74” 


The percentage increase in welfare 
assistance payments for the county of 
Hastings continued to be among the 
highest in: the province, it is shown 
in the monthly report of the depart- 
ment of social and family services. 
For the month of October, 1968, 
welfare assistance payments in the 
county totalled $479,968, as compared 
with $275,894 for October, 1967, or an 
increase of 74 per cent. The Hastings 
increase was the fourth highest in the 
province with the average Ontario in- 
crease being 40.4 per cent. 

By contrast, payments in Prince 
Edward County showed a 15 per cent 
increase. 

In terms of the number of persons 
receiving welfare assistance, the in- 
crease in Hastings over the 12-month 
period was 16.6 per cent, with 1,118 
persons, or 1.3 per cent of the total 
population of 87,516, receiving Assist- 
ance. 

In Prince Edward the percentage 
increase in persons receiving assist- 
ance was five per cent, with 1.5. per 
cent of the total population of 19,152 
receiving welfare assistance.
